DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections -35 use §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1-3, the limitations are unclear because the two "if clauses in each 
respective claim respectively have the same result clauses. In other words, the 
performed functions are the same for two different conditions. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
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Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Stone et 
al., US 6,519,657 (Stone). 

Stone discloses a method and device for identifying an active 1394a node 
attached to a 1394b networl<. 

Specifically regarding the claims 1 -3, Stone teaches 1 394b network with 1 394a 
nodes attached to it in addition to 1394b nodes. See Abstract. Stone further teaches 
determining whether the node has a connection to a Legacy link layer (border node 
accepts signal "you are my parent" from any 1394a connection, indicating that the node 
has a connection to a legacy link layer, see col. 6, lines 12-13, also see step 960 in Fig. 
7); if the node determines that it has a connection to a Legacy link layer, then 
transmitting a self-ID packet with or without a Speed Code (the self-ID packets contain 
information regarding the speed capabilities of the attached nodes, See Fig. 7, steps 
960-985, col. 8, lines 31-67).
